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CHICAGO SALES. 


EADERS of THE BLOOD-HORSE were prepared 

for the failure of the offering of Thorough- 
bred yearlings by auction at Arlington Park, 
Chicago, Friday, July 15. E. J. Tranter, presi- 
dent of the Fasig-Tipton Company, had under- 
taken a sale of horses in training at Washington 
Park, June 17, for the account of J. O. Keene 
and Hal Price Headley. The editor of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE was present on that occasion and 
wrote in THE BLOOD-HORSE (page 855) June 25: 
“There was no market. The prices reflected the 
condition of the community. There was no 
money for horses, just as there is no money for 
Chicago’s school teachers.” In the account of 
that sale (page 875) it was stated: “The writer 
has been going to sales for a number of years, 
but he does not recall ever having seen so few 
people with inclination to buy serviceable horses. 
Some of those who had inclination frankly stated 
that they had no money.” 


Under normal conditions (THE BLOOD-HORSE 
readerg will recognize that we have before said 
this) Chicago is a poor place at which to offer 
yearlings for sale. At best it is not a good place 
at which to offer developed horses for sale pub- 
licly. It has been so for all the years over which 
the editor’s knowledge extends. Just why, we are 
at a loss to understand. It is a further fact that 
citizens of Chicago will pay well for horses away 
from home, whereas they will give next to 
nothing for those offered them at home. This 
also we do not understand. 


C. J. Fitz Gerald was not for having yearling 
sales at Arlington Park this summer. Col. W. S. 
Dudley, however, having lost none of his belief 
that eventually Chicago could be made to afford 
a first class market for the young horses, insisted, 
and the sale for July 15 was organized. Then 
followed organization of a sale for Friday of 
this week, July 22 (see page 82). In the after- 
hoon of July 15, Mr. Fitz Gerald wired THE 
BLOOD-HORSE: 

“Absolutely no market for yearlings. Vimont 
(Letton Vimont, brother-in-law of Colonel Dud- 


ley) stopped sale after half-dozen were slaugh- 
tered. Southern Kiss colt (brother to Olive Sa- 
bath) brought $600. Miss Daingerfield sold first 
of her lot for $200 and withdrew the rest. War- 
ren Wright bought J. G. Lang’s Hollister colt 
for $550. I ’phoned Gilpin (Kenneth M. Gilpin, 
Kentmere Farm, Boyce, Va.), who is going to 
take a chance a week from today (that is to 
say on July 22). Am advising Chinn (Col. Phil 
T. Chinn, who is looking after arrangements for 
the sale of the yearlings belonging to Edward 
and Joseph Madden, of Hamburg Place; W. K. 
Spencer, of Flemingsburg; Goodwin Brothers, 
and Houston Brothers, of Lexington,) about con- 
dition of market.” 


Well, none of those above named weakened. 
Like Mr. Gilpin, they decided to take a chance 
and the yearlings from Lexington were shipped 
to arrive at Chicago Monday morning. We 
agree with George A. Bain the noted auctioneer, 
who was back in Lexington Saturday morning, 
that they are “game people.” 

“After what I saw and experienced yesterday,” 
said Mr. Bain, “it puzzles me to understand why 
the consignors would want to go on with a sale 
next Friday. There positively was no money. 
I never tried harder in my life to make a sale, 
but I, of course, could not talk money out of 
pockets that were apparently empty.” 

This thought we leave with readers of THE 
BLooD-HORSE: Why not promote some purchas- 
ing power and buy the yearlings that are to be 
offered at Arlington Park Friday. They will sell 
at the low dollar, and they will be bargains at 
that low dollar for persons who have money to 
invest. It will be a long time before Thorough- 
bred horses can be bought again as cheaply as 
they will be bought this year. 

Within the last few days we have read the 
statements of several veteran captains of in- 
dustry, including John D. Rockefeller. They 
have been through depressions before, just as 
bad for the period in which they came, as is this 
slump in this period. Each one says that what 
we choose to call “good times” will return, and 
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each sees greater prosperity for the nation than 
it has enjoyed in the past. 


Knowing these things, then, horsemen who are 
able to convince investors would do well to get 
busy and begin this week buying at Chicago, 
continuing at Saratoga, where the opportunity 
for selection will be greater, and where the sales 
period extends over 14 evenings in August. 


LOWERING TRAINING COSTS. 


HAT has been said in THE BLOOD-HORSE 

about buying Thoroughbred yearlings as an 
investment is fortified by the fact that the cost 
of training is being reduced to about 50 per cent 
of former rates, which, in the East, were $7.00, 
$8.00 and $9.00, and, in the West and South, 
$5.00, $6.00 and $7.00. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE is informed by William B. 
Miller, president of Greenwich Stud, Inc., who 
was in Lexington over the last week-end making 
an inspection of his splendid breeding establish- 
ment, that he has recently interviewed several 
public trainers at the New York tracks, and he 
is advised by them that the price for training 
yearlings in the Empire State is to be reduced 
to $4.00. This announcement has already been 
made by Buxton Brothers and, Mr. Miller under- 
stands, is to be generally made when the trainers 
assemble for the Saratoga meeting, and prior to 
the opening of the yearling sales, the first of 
which is to be the vendue of the Swingalong 
Stud—Tollie Young colts and fillies from Creek- 
view Farm, Paris, Ky., on the evening of Friday, 
August 5, at the Fasig-Tipton Company paddocks. 


The price for training in Kentucky already has 
been lowered to $2.50, $3.00 and $3.50, and the 
lower reaches are being approached at the 
Illinois tracks. The prices for breaking yearlings 
will be around $2.50, in some cases lower, in 
Kentucky. 


The Kentucky State Racing Commission has 
decreased the jockey fees and an effort is being 
made by the racing authorities to decrease the 
cost of horseshoeing by conference with the 
platers. The latter, however, are obdurate. 
Other methods will be necessary, and perhaps 
will be adopted. 

The price for stable help is being reduced in 
proportion to the reduction in charges for train- 
ing. The day for $175 per month exercise 
boys and $100 per month grooms is past. Feed, 
too, is being purchased for less. 

Getting back to the point, let us urge upon 
all who have money to invest, and those inter- 
ested in the Turf who know of persons who have 
money to invest, that Thoroughbred yearlings,

particularly the better bred fillies, offer best 
prospects for quick returns and good profits. 
We suggest the buying of the better bred 
fillies because we believe that the day is not far 
distant when those fillies will be in demand for 
breeding purposes and that they will make 4 
greater yield than may be possible for the better 
bred colts, regarding the yearlings as a whole. 
One breeder who dropped into THE BLOOD 
HORSE office the past week said that during the 
year from July 1, 1931, to June 30, 1932, his 
farm had shown a profit of $2,700. “Now, under 
the circumstances, what would you do with the 
fillies, if you were in my place?” he asked of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE editor. Our advice was, since 
the breeder has plenty of acreage, plenty of 
grass and plenty of stable room, to turn the 
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fillies out, without even breaking them except 
to lead, and forget about them until they are 
3-year-olds and then breed them. 


Another breeder, who also keeps horses for 
several patrons, came in for a chat. Before he 
departed he said he had decided to keep his 
fillies, but he was not decided whether or not he 
would have them trained. 


Still another Kentucky farmer and breeder, 
who keeps horses for patrons residing principally 
in the East, informed THE BLOOD-HORSE that one 
patron, who has greater faith in the future of the 
Thoroughbred than have the others, is in the 
market for a high-class stallion; not merely a 
stallion, but a really good young horse. 


Let us again impress upon readers of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE that the time to buy is when others 
wish to sell, and the time to sell is when others 
want to buy. The man with money to invest 
has before him at Saratoga next month a great 
harvest, for the simple reason that so many are 
compelled to sell their yearlings. 


HAVANA PLANS. 

NNOUNCEMENT comes from Havana that 

there will be a winter race meeting at 
Oriental Park; that it will again be under control 
of Richard and Charles Kaelker, of Philadelphia; 
that a pretentious program is being worked out, 
but that dates are not to be announced until 
next month. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE hears that Messrs. Kaelker 
intend to race 48 days, opening late in January, 
and that the object of the meeting really is to 
frustrate forfeitures. 


Further information is to the effect that Senor 
Cespedes is to be paid $100,000 as his cut, but 
this, of course, is not to be chargeable entirely 
to the racing department. The bulk of it, we 
hear, is to be an operation expense against the 
casino. 

Joe Massaguer, writing in The New York Press, 
Says that although no dates have as yet been 
fixed “the meeting will be short, but sweet— 
the greatest ever held in the Cuban capital. The 
keynote of the meeting,” he continues, “will be 
a gala week for the wind-up. It will be a wow, 
and I don’t mean maybe. Five big events will 
be crowded in that one week, and the closing 
number on that monster program will be a 
$50,000 stakes that will draw horses of quality 
from all over.” 

We were about to say that sounds like a 
lot of hooey—that about crowding five big 
tvents into one week, and winding up with a 
$50,000 race—but we will reserve the expression 
and await developments. Meanwhile, we cannot 
repress the thought that it sounds very silly. 


What would there be for attractions the other 
seven weeks of the meeting? 

What Cuba needs is a good, even program, 
constructed above the low grade horses it has 
drawn in recent years, with men in the stand 
who will give the public and the horsemen assur- 
ance of proper surveillance of the racing. To 
spread a single slice of Cuban racing bread with 
a $50,000 thickness of butter would be folly, 
indeed. 


SCHENCK’S GOOD STROKE. 

OSEPH M. SCHENCK, new president of the 

Agua Caliente Jockey Club, has displayed 
excellent judgment in his choice of officials for 
next winter’s racing at the Lower California 
plant, and he is to be congratulated. Not only 
that, but he has merited the support of horsemen 
in every section of the country, and THE BLOOD- 
HORSE hopes it will be unstintedly given. 

Christopher James Fitz Gerald, one of the 
country’s most capable and most fearless racing 
officials, has been appointed to be _ presiding 
steward. Mr. Schenck has said that Mr. Fitz 
Gerald “will be in absolute control of Agua 
Caliente racing. His word will be law.” Mr. 
Fitz Gerald has said: “I am to have a free hand. 
I know nobody in the matter but Mr. Schenck. 
I will hew to the line, letting the chips fall 
where they may. I do not believe we will have 
any trouble getting good horses for Caliente 
when folks know they will get a square deal. 
There will be no special favors for anybody, and 
all will be treated alike.” 

Martin Nathanson is to be associate steward 
and handicapper; William H. Shelley is to be 
racing secretary and placing judge, and Harry 
Morrissey is to be starter. With Mr. Fitz Gerald 
at the helm, and three such capable men to 
assist him, the people who patronize Agua 
Caliente next winter can rest assured that the 
racing will be clean and free from practices 
which brought it into disfavor and virtually 
wrecked the sport at that point last season. 


GUSTO AND MAN O’ WAR 


By J. A. ESTES 

HEN Man o’ War was retired to the stud 

after the season of 1920, it was naturally a 
very important problem with his owner, Samuel 
D. Riddle, how to select the mares which would 
provide the most successful progeny for the 
super-horse. As James R. Keene had done when 
he founded Castleton as a Thoroughbred nursery, 
he turned to the late William Allison, at the 
suggestion, I suppose, of Miss Elizabeth Dainger- 
field, daughter of Major Foxhall Daingerfield, 
who had urged Mr. Keene to employ Mr. Allison. 
It was Mr. Allison who marked the catalogs from 
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which Miss Daingerfield and Mr. Riddle made 
their choices of mares to be imported and bred 
to Man o’ War. 

One matter on which Mr. Allison and Miss 
Daingerfield agreed was that mares from the 
strong Herod line of Roi Herode would make 
excellent mates for the champion. In the course 
of Man o’ War’s 12 years in the stud, 1921 to 
1932, inclusive, he has been crossed with the 
Roi Herode blood many times, but never with 
any such success as in his first season, when he 
got American Flag from *Lady Comfey, by Roi 
Herode—Snoot, by Perigord (by St. Simon). 
Best of the other examples of the blood have 
been Son o’ Battle, out of *Batanoea, by Roi 
Herode, and Boatswain, out of *Batanoea’s 
daughter, Baton. 


But the more successful nick was discovered 
to be with *Star Shoot mares. Most notable 
among the produce of this sort of mating were 
Gun Boat and Crusader, both out of Star Fancy, 
by *Star Shoot; Mars, out of Christmas Star, by 
*Star Shoot; Genie, out of Fairy Wand, by *Star 
Shoot; and Clyde Van Dusen, out of Uncle’s 
Lassie, by Uncle, by *Star Shoot. Include here 
also the good mare Bateau, whose maternal 
grandsire, Ecouen, was out of L’Etoile, *Star 
Shoot’s sister. To date there has been no more 
successful mating for Man o’ War. The reason 
for the success of the Man o’ War—*Star Shoot 
cross lies, I believe, in the mere fact that *Star 
Shoot mares are good producers, whether mated 
with Man o’ War or any other good stallion 
whose blood lines are at all suitable. Secondarily, 
I believe, the reason is that Man o’ War's pedi- 
gree is without a cross of Isonomy or Isinglass, 
a strong element which is furnished by “Star 
Shoot. A third reason is in the fact that *Star 
Shoot was out of Astrology, a Hermit mare. The 
Derby winner Hermit appears twice in the pedi- 
gree of Man o’ War, and *Star Shoot adds a 
third cross; not too many, because Hermit can 
be very successfully inbred. 


Among the other strong elements lacking in 
Man o’ War’s pedigree, and consequently likely 
to be sought for in the pedigrees of his mates, 
were the strains of Domino and Hindoo. The 
latter cross has proved more successful in prac- 
tice than the former. Best of the produce of 
Man o’ War from a Domino-line mare are Iron- 
sides, out of Bee’s Wax, by Celt, and Anchors 
Aweigh, out of Good Bye, by Ultimus. (How- 
ever, Florence Nightingale and Edith Cavell 
were out of The Nurse, which is inbred to 
Domino’s dam, Mannie Gray.) On the other 
hand, whenever Man o’ War has had exception- 
ally good issue from a mare with “American” 
blood lines, the mare has been a descendant of 
Hindoo, except in the instance of Genie, which 
was out of Fairy Wand, by *Star Shoot—Count- 
ess Wanda. The exhibits in this category are 
Gun Boat, Crusader, Florence Nightingale, 
Edith Cavell, Mars, Scapa Flow, Ironsides. Each 
of these is descended maternally from Hindoo. 

Passing over, for the moment, the other strains 
which have blended well with Man o’ War’s, I 
would like to observe that if one had been so 
fortunate as to breed a good son of Man o’ War 
from a mare whose pedigree contained one or 
more of the lines which have shown an ap- 
propriate “affinity,” he would do well to mate 
that son with mares which brought in yet other 
strains which have already shown themselves 
suited to Man o’ War. 
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The Classic winner of last Saturday, Gusto, 
is an excellent example of my thesis. Note his ‘ 
pedigree in this issue. His sire, American Flag, 
is the most successful son of the super-horse 
which has been produced without a cross of 
*Star Shoot or of Hindoo. I think it would not 
be unreasonable to expect a fairly good horse 
from a mating of American Flag with a mare 
which carried those strains. It so happens that 
Daylight Saving, the dam of Gusto, is by *Star 
Shoot out of Tea Enough, she out of Tea’s Over, 
by Hanover. Thus the two important strains 
which American Flag himself was able to do 
without have been added to the pedigree of his 
best son. 


As for the other strains which have shown up 
in the pedigrees of the dams of Man o’ War's 
best progeny, they are those old reliables, St. 
Simon, Hermit, Bend Or, Hampton—and St. 
Simon above all the others. Man o’ War’s strain 
of St. Simon comes through Mahubah—*Rock 
Sand—Roquebrune, by St. Simon. Dress Parade, 
Maid at Arms and Broadside were out of mares 
which were granddaughters of *Rock Sand. 
Among the other Man o’ Wars which have a re- | 
turn of St. Simon through other sources are 


American Flag, Florence Nightingale, Edith 
Cavell, Bateau, Clyde Van Dusen, Marine, 
Boatswain. Note that Crusader and Mars are 


not on the list. Neither does Crusader or Mars 
contain a cross of Roi Herode or the Le Sancy 
line. Wherefore I would make my guess that a 
mating of either of these with a mare containing 
Roi Herode and St. Simon would have an ex- 
cellent chance of proving successful. 


I append here a pedigree of Man o’ War show- 
ing in boldface type the strains which have been © 
repeated in the dams of his best get.

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ODDS AND ENDS

RS. J. H. WHITNEY certainly has all the 
proverbial beginner’s luck. Only recently in 
these columns I commented upon my belief that 
in Roman Holiday, half-brother to Regal Roman, 
that popular young sportswoman had acquired 
one of those rare things, a Saratoga yearling 
bargain. Apparently, the son of Apprehension, 
which incidentally bears a striking resemblance 
to his sire, wasn’t the only yearling bargain she 
obtained out of that vendue, as witness the re- 
cent efforts of Crowning Glory, a son of Black 
Toney and *Frizeur. Crowning Glory surprised 
many in the attendance at Arlington Park in re- 
ducing the five and a half furlongs record there 
to 1:01 1-5 (winning easily by five lengths), then 
confirmed that effort with a victory in the Hyde 
Park Stakes. Crowning Glory was knocked down 
to his present owner out of the Brownell Combs 
consignment to the last Saratoga sales for 
$10,500 and to date has earned $18,900. He is a 
candidate to the Arlington Futurity, $25,000 
added, six furlongs, to have its decision on 
Saturday, July 30, and appears to have a chance 
second to none of carrying off that prize. [Since 
the foregoing was written Mrs. Whitney has had 
the misfortune to lose Roman Holiday.—Ed. |

AT ARLINGTON PARK. 


HIS week and the next will end the great 

meeting at Arlington Park, where most of the 
best horses of all age divisions have been gather- 
ed since the last of June to compete for the most 
richly endowed set of stakes races ever offered 
in America, depression or no depression. The 
Classic, richest of them all, and second richest 
83-year-old stakes ever run (the richest having 
been Tom Bourke’s famous “rubber check’”’ 
American Derby of 1926, in which the full amount 
of $89,000 was at length paid to Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley, who had won it with Boot to Boot), was run 
Saturday last and drew a crowd of 35,000 or 40,- 
000 persons, the largest of the meeting. 

Leading features of this week are the Lassie 
Stakes, to be run Wednesday, for 3-year-old fil- 
lies, and the Arlington Handicap, in which Equi- 
poise will make his next start. The C. V. Whit- 
ney crack has been assigned a burden of 134 
pounds for the race, the highest we recall, off- 
hand, which has been assigned in the last few 
years in America, outside of high-weight handi- 
caps and jumping races. Gusto, winner of the 
Classic and second to Equipoise in the Arlington 
Gold Cup, will be one of his rivals for the Handi- 
cap. Other 3-year-olds which are expected to 
start are Stepenfetchit, Sunmelus and Osculator. 
In the older division, *White Clover II, Ciock 
Tower, Plucky Play and the good filly Tred Avon 
are likely to enter the battle for the $20,000 added 
stakes. 

After the Arlington Handicap, the two most 
important stakes remaining on the schedule will 
be the Matron Handicap, to be run Wednesday, 
July 27, and the Arlington Futurity, $25,000 add- 
ed, set for the last day of the meeting, Saturday, 
July 30. 


MAIBEN SUSPENDED, REINSTATED. 


Dissatisfied with the manner in which Jockey 
J. Maiben rode Golden Prince at Arlington Park, 
July 11, the stewards announced on the follow- 
ing day that Maiben had been indefinitely sus- 
pended, pending an investigation. Harry Unna, 
trainer of Golden Prince, was interviewed and 
was quoted in the press at Chicago as having 
stated that Golden Prince had never put forth 
his best effort on a dead track such as prevailed 
at Arlington Park July 11; that, knowing the 
horse would not be at his best, he and the stable 
help had not backed him; that Maiben rode to 
the best of his ability; and that the horse, after 
being in early trouble, would not extend himself. 
On July 13 stewards reinstated Maiben, whose 
reputation is as clear of suspicion as that of any 
jockey now riding. 


MAROONED SCORES FOR LE MAR. 

The Le Mar Stock Farm Stable’s (Leo J. 
Marks’) Marooned (113), ridden by W. Wright, 
took the lead from H. P. Headley’s Liqueur 
(106) in the stretch and went on to score a five- 
length win in the Wilmette Claiming Stakes 
$2,500 added, 2-year-olds, 512 furlongs) at Ar- 
lington Park July 11. Second was C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Capsheaf (109), by Blondin, a neck ahead 
of Liqueur. The San Mateo Stock Farm Stable’s 
High Shot (103), was fourth. The others were 
Miss Brilliant (10812), Llandaff (108), Gloritone 
(106), Tickory Tock (109), Midshipman (108), 
Old Hillside (108), Two Slipper (111), Le Bru- 


yere (108), Pompoleon (112), Clarify (112). A.C. 
Schwartz’s Tickory Tock and M. L. Schwartz’s 
Clarify, running as an entry, were favorites, but 
Tickory Tock kicked Clarify on the right fore leg 
while the field was at the post. An artery was 
opened and the colt bled profusely during and 
after the race, in which he finished last.

SPRINGSTEEL WINS, EVENING UNPLACED. 


In 1884 there was instituted at the old Wash- 
ington Park Track in Chicago a fixture called 
the Sheridan Stakes, in honor of old Gen. Philip 
T. Sheridan, one of the founders of the track. 
It was a test for 3-year-olds, at 114 miles. With 
some interruptions the race was continued for 
16 runnings, and there were several good horses 
whose names were enscrolled among its winners. 
In 1903 it was won by Santon, but the 1904 
renewal did not materialize. The meeting that 
year was discontinued after three days because 
of the stringent law enforcement resulting from 
a wrangle over betting privileges. 


Last week Arlington Park revived the Sheri- 
dan Stakes, gave the event its seventeenth run- 
ning, with $2,500 added, for 3-year-olds, 1 1-8 
miles. Of the 10 which went to the post, George 
D. Widener’s filly, Evening (112), was the 
favorite at the short odds of 67 cents on the 
dollar. Her effort was disappointing, or, at least, 
unsuccessful. Shortly after the start she found 
herself in trouble while trying to move forward. 
She dropped back and was raced into contention 
on the backstretch. Pairbypair (115) set the 
pace for about half the distance, with S. W. 
Labrot’s Springsteel (115) hanging at his throat- 
latch. Pairbypair then weakened and Spring- 
steel opened up a clear lead of about four lengths 
in the stretch. At this point Evening had been 
driven into second place, but thereafter she 
tired badly, finishing next to last. The winner at 
the finish was in the lead by two lengths, Dr. J. 
Fred Adams’ Rehoboth (107) second by one. 
E. R. Bradley’s Bubble Up (107) third by a head. 
The others, in the order of finish, were Late 
Date (107), Dark Hope (112), Pairbypair, Swift 
and True (112), Evergold (115), Evening, Indian 
Runner (115). The winner paid $26.96 for $2; 
the second horse, the only member of the mutuel 
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“field” left after the scratches, paid $75.84 place; 
and the third horse, $87.02 show. Time, :23 3-5,

JAMESTOWN’S BREAKDOWN. 


After Jamestown had won the overnight City 
and Suburban Handicap at Arlington Park last 
Wednesday, July 13, running the mile in 1:35 4-5 
under a mild drive to beat Morsel, Sunmelus and 
others, it was discovered that the George D. 
Widener crack had bowed a tendon. Thus ended 
the excellent and nearly successful effort of the 
veteran trainer, Andrew Jackson Joyner, to 
bring the son of St. James back to the condition 
necessary for him to carry on the fine record he 
started as a 2-year-old in 1930. Jamestown’s best 
race of this year was in the overnight handicap 
at Arlington Park on June 30, in which he fin- 
ished three lengths behind Equipoise, great rival 
of his 2-year-old days. In that race Jamestown, 
with 118 pounds up, set the early pace and com- 
pleted the first six furlongs in the unprecedented 
time of 1:09 1-5. Equipoise, in winning, set a 
new world’s record of 1:34 2-5 for a mile around 
a turn. Jamestown's complete racing record:

It appears probable that Jamestown will next 
appear in the role of sire at Erdenheim, the 
estate of his owner at Chestnut Hill, Pa., where 
he will soon be shipped. His credentials indicate 
success, as he is by St. James out of Mlle. Dazie, 
by Fair Play out of Toggery, by *Rock Sand, 
third dam Tea’s Over, by Hanover. He has 
proved himself, furthermore, one of the fastest 
horses ever produced. 


CROWNING GLORY’S HYDE PARK. 


Last July a colt called Pairbypair, by Noah out 
of *Frizeur, won the third Hyde Park Stakes at 
Arlington Park. That fact was one of the evi- 
dences which induced Mrs. John Hay Whitney, 
the following month, to pay $10,500 for a year- 
ling colt by Black Toney out of *Frizeur, con- 
signed by Brownell Combs, of Lexington, to the 
Saratoga sales. The yearling not only was out 
of the same mare as Pairbypair, but was by 
Black Toney, which, like Noah, was a son of 
Peter Pan. Further the yearling was one of the 
best, on conformation, seen at the Spa during 
the entire period of sales. Shortly before the 
Sales THE BLOOD-HORSE had quoted Mr. Combs: 


“This is the best yearling prospect I have ever 
raised.” 


Wednesday, July 13, the Black Toney— 
*Frizeur colt, appropriately named Crowning 
Glory, won the fourth running of the Hyde Park 
Stakes ($10,000 added, 2-year-olds, 514 furlongs) 
at Arlington Park. Carrying 117 pounds and 
piloted by Jockey R. Leischman, he was made 
favorite over eight others, at 74 cents on the 
dollar, the short odds having been occasioned by 
the fact that on July 2 the colt, with 106 pounds 
up, had set a new Arlington Park track record 
of 1:04 1-5 for 5', furlongs. He took the lead 
from Red Whisk shortly after the barrier went 
up, then set out to race Wise Anne into defeat. 
The filly chucked it in the last furlong, but here 
C. E. Allen came through with the Le Mar Stock 
Farm Stable’s Misguide (117), son of Upset and 
*Pouponne, by Black Jester, in a rousing finish 
that saw him making up two lengths in the 
stretch and finishing three parts of a length 
behind the winner, gaining fast. Half a length 
behind him in third place was C. V. Whitney’s 
Rapscallion (114), by Pennant. The Audley Farm 
Stable’s Royal Blunder (114) was fourth. The 
others, in order of finish, were Accent (109), 
Ladysman (112), Wise Anne (116), Red Whisk 
(117), Strideaway (117).

SWIFT AND TRUE AND COUCCL 

Max Hirsch’s Swift and True (3-y-o0, 107) stood 
off Bennet Creech’s Prose and Poetry (106) in a 
long hard drive that lasted through the stretch 
at Arlington Park in the Lake Shore Claiming 
Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 14 
miles) July 15, winning by a neck. But, as they 
battled down to the finish line, the names of the 
horses were more or less forgotten by the crowd 
as it cheered on Apprentice Silvio Coucci, riding 
Swift and True, and Jockey Hank Mills, on 
Prose and Poetry. The finish was reminiscent of 
that in the Canarsie Claiming Stakes at Aque- 
duct a little more than two weeks previously, in 
which Mills’ mount, Balios, was second to 
Coucci’s mount, Okapi. At Chicago, as at Aque- 
duct, Mills lost the race, probably because he had 
lost his five-pound apprentice allowance while 
Coucci still had his. 

On the backstretch Swift and True led by a 
length and a half, with Prose and Poetry second. 
On the turn the leader swung a little out from 
the rail, and Mills took his mount to the inside, 
saving ground.

($70,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1!; miles) at Arling- 
ton Park last Saturday, July 16, that he was 
able to come from the last place, pass every 
horse in the race, run the last quarter in very 
slow time, and win by three lengths. Second was 
Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s Stepenfetchit (121), 
winner of the Latonia Derby, two lengths ahead 
of the Shandon Farm Stable’s Evergold (121), 
an erstwhile plater. Fourth, another two lengths 
back, was A. B. Letellier’s Sazerac (121), a fair 
racer, but good enough to finish a head in front 
of the favorite, C. V. Whitney’s Top Flight (118), 
the only filly in the race. W. S. Kilmer’s Sun- 
melus (119) was next, at Top Flight’s throat- 
latch. After these there passed over the finish 
line in order S. W. Labrot’s Springsteel (121), 
Belair Stud Stable’s Faireno (126), Joseph Leiter 
estate’s Prince Hotspur (119), E. R. Bradley’s 
Bubble Up (119), W. R. Coe’s Osculator (121), 
Dr. J. Fred Adams’ Rehoboth (119), an even 
dozen in all. 

It was no great field that went to the post 
for the fourth running of the Classic. Favorite 
was Top Flight, at $1.82 to $1: second choice, 
Faireno, at $3.05 to $1. Gusto was $9.27 to $1. The 
mutuel betting field was composed of Evergold, 
Sazerac and Rehoboth. There were seven minutes 
spent at the post, then a good start. Springsteel 
appeared to break in front, but R. Workman sent 
Top Flight to the lead in the run to the first 
turn. Faireno, not so quick as in his recent 
starts, was in close quarters for three furlongs 
and was unable to challenge for the lead before 
the backstretch was reached. Then he moved up, 
past Springsteel, and began fighting the filly 
for the track. Stepenfetchit and Evergold were 
now next in order. Gusto had run in last place 
for the first four furlongs, and Coucci had now 
taken him to the outside to begin picking up the 
others gradually. After six furlongs Faireno had 
taken the lead from Top Flight and was leading 
her by a head. At the end of a mile they were 
still battling for supremacy, but Top Flight’s 
head was in front. Stepenfetchit was third, Sun- 
melus fourth, Evergold fifth, Gusto sixth. As

Faireno and Top Flight weakened, Jockey R. 
Finnerty got to the lead with Stepenfetchit, 
which went by the furlong pole with Top Flight 
and Faireno well lapped on him. Gusto was now 
fourth, and running past stopping horses. In the 
last furlong Gusto forged into the lead and drew 
away to win by an easy margin, while the pace- 
makers quit and dropped out of contention. 

After the race, writers and horsemen spoke 
of Gusto as the champion 3-year-old. He ap- 
peared unquestionably the best horse in the 
Classic field, as he had done in the American 
Derby at Washington Park. Excuses had already 
been made for his defeats in the Belmont Stakes 
and Dwyer Stakes. He is now the leading money- 
winner for the year. 

One conclusion we reach from the result of the 
Classic and from the results of other leading 
races this season is that the present generation 
of 3-year-olds is in over its depth when the dis- 
tances are more than nine furlongs. The time 
for the Classic, by quarters, was :23 3-5, :47, 
1:11, 1:37, 2:03 3-5, on a fast track. The suc- 
cessive quarters were run in :23 3-5, :23 2-5, :24, 
:26, :26 3-5. The last two furlongs, if the timing 
was at all accurate, show how completely the 
pacemakers had burned themselves out and how 
little actual speed was necessary to accomplish a 
victory. The last» quarter of Twenty Grand’s 
Kentucky Derby last year was run in :24 2-5, 
and he won easily, by four lengths. The Arling- 
ton Park track on Classic day was fast enough 
for a horse like Minton to run six furlongs in 
1:10 2-5. 

It was the richest Classic yet run. It was 
divided $76,600 to the winner, $7,000 to the sec- 
ond, $3,000 to the third and $1,500 to the fourth. 
The winner’s mutuel prices were $20.54 straight, 
$9.18 place, $5.36 show. Stepenfetchit paid $8.62 
place, $5.96 show. The field paid $5.42 show.

A CHICAGO FIASCO. 


HAT Chicago affords at best a poor market 
for Thoroughbred yearlings was again 
demonstrated at Arlington Park, Friday, July 15. 
Forty colts and fillies the property of Col. W. S. 
Dudley, Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, Leona Farms 
and others had been consigned to a sale to be 
held under the auspices of C. J. Fitz Gerald, 
with George A. Bain as auctioneer. Twenty-one 
of those went under the hammer. Altogether 
nine of those in which Col. W. S. Dudley owned 
or was interested were sold at the auction, but 
three of the nine were sold privately by Letton 
Vimont, Colonel Dudley’s brother-in-law and 
representative, to M. Steinbuchel, who hails from 
Wichita, Kansas, and who stated that it is his 
intention to turn them out with plans to breed 
the fillies when they are 3-year-olds. The three 
thus sold to him were daughters of Blue Fox, 
Badinage and Mem. Mr. Vimont stated that the 
six colts he brought back to Sunny Slope Farm, 
near Millersburg, will be castrated and turned 
out. They are out of Buttercup, Just in Time, 
Loys, Galli Curci, Stitches and Teak. Miss 
Elizabeth Daingerfield sold only one. The other 
nine are back at Haylands, near Lexington. She 
said she had some offers for them after the 
sale, but that they were not satisfactory. She 
has not decided what she will do with them, but 
she is hopeful that she can sell them privately. 
The top price was $600 for the brother to Olive 
Sabath. This colt is worth easily $2,000. The 
total for the 21 was $3,315, average $157.86. The 
10 offered by Colonel Dudley made _ $1,450, 
average $145. Some good judges have said that 
there were no really outstanding yearlings among 
those offered. Even so, not one brought its 
value.

DADE PARK REDUCES ADMISSION FEES. 

EDUCTION of admission fees has been an- 

nounced by James C. Ellis, president of the 
Dade Park Jockey Club, for the summer meet- 
ing of 25 days at Dade Park, beginning Satur- 
day, August 13, and ending Saturday, September 
10. Men, who formerly paid $2, are to pay $1.50, 
federal tax included. Women, who formerly 
paid $1, are to be admitted for 75 cents. This is 
in line with the policy of amusement enterprises 
everywhere, and it should have been done at all 
race courses, except those in New York, where 
no revenue is had from betting and the admis- 
sions are the chief support of the meetings. 
President Sewell Combs last spring announced 
his intention to make the general admission at 
Lexington $1 for men and women and do away 
with the free list. For some reason his plans 
were changed. Lexington most assuredly would 
have had a better meeting with the cheaper 
gate, and perhaps the Kentucky Association 
would have been in shape to have given a fall 
meeting, which, Manager Thomas S. Scott an- 
nounced last spring would not be held. Latonia 
would have had a better gate at a reduced fee 
than at the old fee of $2, federal tax included. 
The results at Riverside Park, Kansas City, fur- 
nish the best illustration of a reduced fee’s effect 
on the net revenues of a race meeting. Prepara- 
tions for the Dade Park meeting are going for- 
ward. The first condition book will be distrib- 
uted this week. 


JOCKEYS ARE PLACATED. 

A meeting of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission, attended by Chairman Polk Laffoon, 
Sewell Combs and William E. Smith, members, 
and Thomas R. Underwood, secretary, was held 
at Latonia, Saturday, July 16, for the purpose 
of hearing a committee of jockeys on the sub- 
ject of reduced riding fees. The Commission de- 
cided to let the fees, $15 for winning mount and 
$10 for placed mount, stand as recently reduced 
from $25 for winning mount, but they changed 
the fee for losing mount from $5 to $7. It for- 
merly had been $10. 

Jockeys Earl Pool and James Smith, com- 
mittee representing the riders, related to the 
Commission the fees the average jockey has to 
pay ($2 to the “engager,” another name for 
agent, such as rule 187 is designed to prevent; 
$1 to valet; about 25 cents per race for laundry), 
and showed that only $2 or less would be left 
from a losing mount fee of $5. The Commission 
then decided to increase the fee to $7. Perhaps 
it would be well also to do away with agents 
or fix the fee they are to charge. The services 
of a valet could be dispensed with to good ad- 
vantage also. 


HEAD PLAY’S CINCINNATI TROPHY. 

Willie Crump, former jockey, now trainer for 
J. W. Parrish, bought a $600 yearling at the 
Lexington sales last November and started him 
out this year in a claiming race. Immediately 
he decided the colt, named Head Play, was better 
than a plater. Last Saturday, July 16, he won 
the thirty-first running of the Cincinnati Trophy 
($5,000 added, 2-year-old colts and geldings) at 
Latonia with Head Play, which runs as_ the 
property of Mrs. Crump. Head Play, ridden by 
H. Fisher and carrying 119 pounds, was coupled 


in the betting with Mr. Parrish’s Isaiah (117) 


and the entry was favorite at $1.12 to $1. The 


winner led all the way and won by a length and 
a half, but at the finish was yielding ground to 
the F. L. B. Stable’s Bobs Buddy (119) and E. R. 
Bradley’s Brokers Tip (112), which were second 
and third respectively, and a nose apart. Brokers 
Tip possibly was the best horse in the race. He 
lost several lengths at the start and was last

MIRACLE’S ECLIPSE STAKES. 


HE Eclipse Stakes, worth £10,500 (about $37,- 

800), 1 1-4 miles, run Friday, July 15, at 
Sandown Park, England, found Lord Rosebery’s 
Miracle a decisive winner. The son of Manna— 
Brodick Bay, by Swynford, galloped to the fin- 
ish three lengths ahead of the 9 to 4 favorite, 
Edouard Esmond’s Goyescas, a 4-year-old.

PHAR LAP’S HEART. 

The heart of Phar Lap, the Australian wonder 
horse, which died recently, has proved on ex- 
amination to be equal in weight to that of 
Eclipse, the great English horse, which was 14 
pounds—a record for a Thoroughbred. The 
average is nine pounds. Eclipse, however, died 
at the age of 25, having commenced racing at 
five years, at which age Phar Lap died. As a 
horse’s heart develops with age, Phar Lap’s is 
probably the largest heart of a Thoroughbred 
ever known. It is being placed in the Institute 
of Anatomy at Canberra.—News of the World 
(London).

It is understood that Mr. Fitz Gerald will 
leave for the West Coast immediately after the 
close of the Arlington Park meeting for a con- 
ference with Mr. Schenck on August 2.

THE COVER PICTURE 


MONG the yearlings which will be put up 

face to face with the depression in the Fasig- 
Tipton sales ring at Saratoga on the opening 
night of the annual sales there, will be a chest- 
nut son of Prince Pal and Maid of India, by Delhi. 
He is the best, or close to it, of the 17 yearlings 
which will go under the hammer as the property 
of the Swingalong Stud and Tollie Young. At 
Creekview Farm, Paris, Ky., where Mr. Young 
has brought him up in the way a yearling should 
go, he is generally referred to as “Little Mate,” 
not without good reason. There is quite an air 
of distinction about him, as if he understood the 
responsibilities which go with his nickname. 
Mate, his namesake, the best of the get of Prince 
Pal to date, now stands fourth on the list of 
leading American money-winners. 

We reproduce the following interesting com- 
ment from an advance copy of the foreword 
which E. J. Tranter, president of the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, has prepared for the Swing- 
along catalog: 

“Swingalong Stud, Inc., and Tollie Young sent 
their first consignment of yearlings to the Sara- 
togg Sales in 1930. Fourteen head were sold in 
this lot and of that number ten started and eight 
of that number won races. Among this lot were 
Anita’s Pal winner of seven races as a 2-year-old, 
and Howee, winner of six races at two. 

“The second consignment from this partner- 
ship was sold last year, 1931, and consisted of 15 
colts and fillies now 2-year-olds.

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MUSINGS WITHOUT METHOD 


By SALVATOR 
ECLIPSE AND O’KELLY. 


UST as, among men, Napoleon is an inex- 

haustible topic, so also is Eclipse among 
horses. His name, his fame, his influence— 
everything about him will, as long as there is 
racing, remain the themes of every Turf writer. 
Despite all that has been said and written there 
is still always something to be added to the rec- 
ord. His fascination is perennial and “age can- 
not wither nor custom stale his infinite variety.” 

Something over thirty years ago when color 
reproduction of oil paintings was at length be- 
ginning to approximate the fidelity to the origi- 
nals which is now almost a commonplace, I 
found in an English magazine devoted to the 
fine arts—either The Connoisseur or The Burling- 
ton Magazine—a very fine one of George Stubbs’ 
portrait of Eclipse, which is the most famous of 
all horse portraits, just as Eclipse is the most 
famous of all horses. As such things were then 
rarities—most color prints of great race horses 
being done by old processes in which much of 
the truth and beauty of the original painting had 
been lost—I seized upon this treasure instanter 
and, removing it from the magazine, had it 
framed and hung it upon the wall above my writ- 
ing table, in a “coign of vantage” where my 
eyes, whenever they were lifted from my work, 
would rest upon it. In that way it became a 
thing intimately familiar. From long contem- 
plation every slightest feature of this renowned 
canvas was indelibly imprinted upon my mental 
as well as my actual vision until, I verily be- 
lieve, were I an artist, I could produce an ac- 
curate fac-simile of it with only memory as a 
guide. 

Since the date alluded to, many other reproduc- 
tions in color and black-and-white, have been 
made photographically, hence exactly, of the 
Stubbs Eclipse. But of them all I have never 
seen one that I liked so well as that I acquired 
so long since. They are constantly recurring 
and as I write I have before me the latest one. 
Of custom I buy several of the noted English il- 
lustrated weeklies which give much attention to 
the Epsom Derby, and, securing the Illustrated 
London News of June 4 last I found it to con- 
tain, in addition to its “Derby spread,” a color- 
supplement of rare interest. On one side of the 
sheet is a reproduction of the Stubbs Eclipse, 
while on the other is something still more de- 
sirable—today—to a collector. It is nothing less 
than a full-page reproduction, in color, of a full- 
length portrait of Col. Dennis O’Kelly, Eclipse’s 
owner; the name of horse and man being in- 
separable in Turf history. 

When, in 1907, the late Sir Theodore Cook, 
most eminent of modern British sporting jour- 
nalists, published his noted volume, Eclipse and 
O’Kelly, of which the sub-title reads, “Being a 
Complete History so far as is known of that 
Celebrated English Thoroughbred Eclipse (1764- 
1789) of his Breeder the Duke of Cumberland 
& of his subsequent Owners William Wildman 
Dennis O’Kelly & Andrew O’Kelly now for the 
first time set forth from the Original Authorities 
and Family Memoranda,” he was able to find 
only one portrait of O’Kelly that seemed to him 
authentic and worthy of reproduction. This was a 
small cameo, showing his head in profile, which 
was enlarged for the frontispiece of the book—

to some a fault of taste, as it seemed that Eclipse 
and not his owner deserved these honors. Seeing 
that, no matter who had owned him, Eclipse 
would still have been a phenomenon, while, ex- 
cept that O’Kelly owned him, that worthy has 
little claim for biography in a large and sump- 
tuous way. 

It is true that the aforesaid cameo is a gen- 
uine work of art and gives the impression of be- 
ing extremely lifelike. But, at the same time, 
it is in a sense misleading, perhaps, because of 
showing its subject in profile. It is misleading 
because it gives him a very English physiog- 
nomy; whereas O’Kelly was every whit as Irish 
as his name implies. 


Hence the rare interest of the new portrait, 
which, it is stated, has never before been pub- 
lished. As Sir Theodore Cook, when he wrote his 
book, spent much time in assembling its pic- 
torial features, it is evident that this likeness 
of O’Kelly was lurking perdu and escaped his 
search, only recently coming to light. It is a 
striking and in every way pictorial presentation 
of the celebrated Celtic adventurer and wholly 
nullifies Sir Theodore’s remark that, “Apart from 
the miniature (i. e., cameo) reproduced here, it 
would be very difficult to get any idea of his 
(O’Kelly’s) personality, though he no doubt ap- 
pears in Rowlandson’s drawing of the Betting 
Room of the Jockey Club, and there is a strong 
tradition that his figure is again introduced in 
the same artist’s charming sketches of the ‘Bet- 
ting Post’ and the ‘Start’; but it must be re- 
membered that these latter are rather carica- 
tures than portraits.” Incidentally, one cannot 
but wonder why the epithet “charming” was em- 
ployed to describe the Rowlandson sketches, 
which are caricatures in all that term implies. 


The O’Kelly who gazes out of the new-found 
canvas directly at us is far indeed from the 
semi-monster that Rowlandson put upon paper 
with his often-scurrilous pencil. Portrayed in 
full length, with a spacious landscape _back- 
ground, we see a tall and extremely well-set-up 
man, whose midmost region is just beginning to 
hint the aldermanic. He wears an _ officer's 
scarlet coat faced with deep blue, a deep blue 
waistcoat, both garments being braided with 
gold, straw-colored small-clothes and grey stock- 
ings. Upon his head is the cocked hat of the 
period, also very deep blue. His extended right 
hand carries a cane, which is planted upon the 
ground at some distance from his feet, while 
his left hand rests upon his hip, the entire pose 
being upstanding and spirited. Above his white 
choker, with its frill of lace, we see a typically 
Irish face and what must have been in his 
younger days a very handsome one. It has 
broadened with the years, the chin has doubled 
but the fine outlines of the nose, mouth and chin 
remain. The eyes are black and very bright. 
Perhaps when painted the facial color was high 
— it is now just sufficiently ruddy to be pleasing. 
The expression is self-assured, well-poised and 
there is a hint of humor about the lips. The 
hair is nut-brown. As a last item it may be 
added that the owner of Eclipse wears a sword, 
whose hilt can be seen below his waistcoat. This 
was an emblem of his lieutenant-colonelcy of @ 
regiment of militia—a rank which gave license 
for his military get-up. 

What is perhaps less edifying is the fact that 
the title of “Count,” which was commonly ap- 
plied to him, was conferred upon him in a debt- 
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ors’ prison in which he was incarcerated—the 
famous “Fleet.”” There he sojourned for some 
time before being liberated in 1760, at which 
interval he was about forty years old. The pre- 
cise date of his birth (he was the son of Philip 
O'Kelly of Tullow, County Carlow, Ireland) is 
unknown, but is placed at “about 1720.” He 
emigrated to England to “seek his fortune” 
about 1745 and betwixt the gaming table and 
the betting ring, and, above all, his ownership 
of Eclipse and shrewdness as a turfman and 
breeder, he accumulated an ample one. 


As most of the few surviving notices of Den- 
nis O’Kelly were written by his enemies—often 
bitter ones—the impression has become historic 
that he was an unmitigated blackguard. That 
this is an exaggeration is certain. That his repu- 
tation was anything but savory can not be de- 
nied and in an age when the Jockey Club admit- 
ted men who today would be considered ‘outside 
the pale’ he was refused membership steadfastly 
to the day of his death in 1787, though he had 
become one of the most conspicuous owners and 
breeders of the epoch. The records disclose, 
however, that he must have possessed many good 
qualities and among other things it was set 
down that while his voice was harsh and his 
manner overbearing, he could, when he chose, 
display extremely winning manners. Residence 
for nearly half-a-century in England never af- 
fected his brogue, which was of the richest. 

* * * 


It is somewhat peculiar that Stubbs’ great 
portrait of Eclipse shows the horse not with 
O'Kelly at his head, but standing beside a mas- 
sive oak, beneath which is seated his former 
owner, Mr. Wildman, while one of that gen- 
tleman’s two young sons holds him by the bridle- 
rein and the other boy stands beside his brother. 
“Every school-boy knows” that Eclipse, who was 
foaled in 1764, was, reputedly, bought by Wild- 
man, a butcher of Leadenham Market, in Lon- 
don, for 75 guineas ($375); that he never ran 
until he was 5 years old, in 1769; that his first 
races were won in the colors of Wildman; that 
O’Kelly bought a half-interest in him just after- 
ward for 650 guineas ($3,250) and, later on, 
following several others of his unbroken string 
of victories, the other half-interest for $5,500, 
making his total cost to the Colonel $8,750. Un- 
beaten to the close of his turf career, he earned 
$125,000 in stud fees—an enormous sum for 
those days—and outlived O’Kelly by two years, 
dying the property of his nephew, Andrew 
O'Kelly, to whom he had descended, in 1789, 
aged 25. 


Wildman, who was a prosperous tradesman 
and was not only addicted to the Turf but had 
a stud-farm in Surrey, evidently had Stubbs 
paint the horse’s portrait toward the end of his 
ownership, or possibly later on; and as his two 
sons, together with Eclipse, were evidently the 
pride of his heart, he had them introduced, along 
with himself, into the canvas. It descended 
through several generations of the Wildman 
family to a great-great-grandson, J. R. F. Bur- 
nett, and in 1902 was sold at auction by his 
executors to the late Sir Walter Gilbey. In 
1915 it again came upon the block and was 
sold for 700 guineas ($3,500) at the sale of Sir 
Walter's famous collection of horse paintings, to 
Walter Raphael. It was still the property of 
Mr. Raphael as late as 1922, but was subse- 
quently sold by him to a firm of London picture 


dealers and about 1930 was acquired by its 
present owner, Mr. William Woodward, of New 
York, chairman of the Jockey Club, being the 
piece-de-resistance of his great collection. When 
sold by Mr. Raphael it fetched 7,000 guineas 
($35,000), or just ten times what it had cost 
him! Its cost to Mr. Woodward has never been 
given out but was with little doubt in excess of 
$50,000, making it the highest-priced horse por- 
trait in the world—as it richly deserves to be, for 
it is not only a marvel of equine depiction but a 
very beautiful painting as well, the masterpiece 
of Stubbs, greatest of all the great British horse 
painters. 

Stubbs subsequently painted numerous other 
portraits of Eclipse, in all of which, apparently, 
he showed the horse in the same pose as in the 
original one, the backgrounds and accessories 
alone being varied. Sir Walter Gilbey also had 
in his collection the sketch in oils made by Stubbs 
from the life which he used as the basis for his 
finished picture for Mr. Wildman. It is of ex- 
treme interest—in fact, absorbingly so—and is 
well reproduced in Sir Theodore Cook’s book. 
From it Stubbs deviated little in his finished 
canvas, the most notable differences being that 
he gave Eclipse a longer and finer neck than 
the sketch shows, also the head a trifle smaller 
and more blood-like. As is customary, written 
descriptions of Eclipse left by those who saw 
him, differ, for difterent peopie see differently. 
One writer affirms that his head was somewhat 
coarse and his throat-latch somewhat thick (he 
was, as we know, a “roarer’’), while another 
gives him a fine head “like an Arabian.” We 
can be certain of one thing, however, which is 
that the Stubbs portrait 1s strikingly life-like 
and shows us Eclipse just as he appeared at 
the height of his turf career. The “great” paint- 
ing is of good size, measuring 4Ux50 inches. 
Previous to acquiring it Mr. Woodward had se- 
cured one of the smaller replicas, a panel, 11% 
by 16%, inches, in which the horse is identical 
but the background, and the single man holding 
the son of Marske and Spiletta, are quite dif- 
ferent. This is a very beautiful little painting 
—a gem, in fact—and is the one reproduced in 
that superb volume, “Cherished Portraits,” print- 
ed privately for presentation to his friends by 
Mr. Woodward in 1929. 

In conclusion, a word about the painter of the 
new-found portrait of Dennis O’Kelly, which it 
seems a great pity Sir Theodore Cook could not 
have located and included in his book. It is 
from the brush of the celebrated portrait paint- 
er, Johann Zoffany, born 1733, died 1810, a Ger- 
man who went to England circa 1765 and set- 
tled there, becoming one of the leaders in his 
profession and an R. A. While Zoffany never 
painted horses, he was indirectly connected with 
the Turf and the sporting world through the 
fact that he painted some of the human figures 
introduced into the sporting pictures of his day, 
particularly those in some of the most admired 
works of Ben Marshall, now so highly esteemed 
and much-sought-for. Marshall, indeed, is thought 
to have studied with Zoffany.

SIRES OF DAMS OF WINNERS, FIRST SIX MONTHS OF 1932 


E publish below a tabulation of sires of 

dams of winners in the United States, 
Canada, Mexico and Cuba during the first six 
months of 1932, January 1 to June 30 inclusive. 
There are 650 stallions represented. They are the 
sires of 2,195 mares, dams of 2,632 winners of 
5,059 races and $3,627,275. 


By virtue of the victories of Burgoo King in 
the Kentucky Derby and Preakness Stakes, the 
Irish-bred stallion Lonawand, sire of Minawand, 
dam of Burgoo King, stood at the top of the list 
on June 30, though his hold on first place was 
so insecure that by now *Star Shoot, Peter Pan 
and Broomstick, and possibly others, have 
already passed him. Lonawand was a_ brown 
stallion, foaled in 1907 at the Knockany Stud, 
County Limerick, Ireland. Racing for Sir Edward 
Hulton, late proprietor of The Sporting Chronicle 
(Manchester), he was a frequent winner, but of 
moderate class. He sired a number of winners, 
but no high-class horses. At last accounts he 
stood at the Aislabie Stud, Stetchworth, New- 
market, England. His only other daughter, be- 
sides Minawand, which had a winner in America 
this year is *Tint, represented by the 2-year-old 
winner Paint Box. 

Second on the list at the end of June was the 
dead “Star Shoot, one of the most consistent 
broodmare sires in the history of American 
racing. Though numerous winners. contribute 
to his total, about half of it was earned by Gusto 
(out of Daylight Saving, by *Star Shoot) in the 
American Derby. (Gusto’s win in the Classic 
last Saturday has now placed *Star Shoot in 
the lead.) Peter Pan, third on the list, is the 
sire of Top Flight’s dam (Flyatit), and the 
dead Broomstick, which, like Peter Pan, was 
one of the foundations on which the great Whit- 
ney stud was built, got Swinging, the dam of 
Equipoise. The twenty leaders as of June 30 are:

Only one sire on the list is credited with as 
much as $100,000 for the first six months of the 
year. Last year at the half-way point, four 
stallions (*All Gold, Fair Play, *Ambassador IV, 
*Catmint) had passed the céntury mark. The 
same was true in 1930, when the four leaders at 
the end of June were Celt, Broomstick, Peter 
Pan and *Star Shoot (note that three of these 
are the same as three of the four leaders this 
year).
